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CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) (AW A), as 
described below. 


Date of Violation: April 4, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care (dealers and 
exhibitors). You failed to establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
included the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and 
injuries for the animals at your facility. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for the following dogs: 

1) An adult male Yorkshire terrier with an enlarged mass, approximately the size of a 
golf ball, at the end of his prepuce; 

2) An adult female West Highland terrier with heavily matted hair on her back and 
near her anus with feces intertwined within the matted hair near the anus and 

3) An adult female Yorkshire terrier with heavily matted hair on her back and tail 
formed into ropes. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $1,714. 
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
